THE CAUSES OF THE RIOTS. 

Dr Griffth Joha writea to the W.-C. | aily 
News 

Sir,—Your. article of the Scd- instant 
deals with tha couse or causes of the recent 
outbreaks in the Yangtze Valley. Tt is 
not my intention to discuss any one of the 
theories propounded by others. ‘Thera jo 
probably a certain amount of tryth in them 
all. Tshould' like to state in afew words 


my own opiniofi on the subject, Having 
lived in this valley for thirty years, and 
having travelled extensively in Hupeh, 
Hunan and Kiangei, my opinion may be 
taken as based upon observation as wall 
aa reflection. Cobweb theories, however 
finely woven, are of mo use at this time, 
We haye to deal with stern facts, and our 
true policy is to face tham nanfally, te 
base. otr action on a full recognition af 
| their existence and puteney. : 

“My opinion may ba etptessed in a few 
words,. It must be admitted that the 
foreigners have forced themselve: upon the 
Whitege,, We are, here, not because they 
have invited | come or wish us to re- 

'e , it ig trae, our treaty 
rights ;" bat every one ‘of them bag been 
obtained at.the post of the bayonet Opr 
presenca in Peking, our presince, at the 
coast ports, our. presence: in. the interiox, 
our proseuce in the valley uf the Yangtze,’ 
our autocratio settlements, our extra-terci- 
toris] jurisdiction—all these things arz now, 
ond have.-been from the beginning, ap 
abomination: to the Chinese- Government, 
‘the governing classes have newer changed 
in their hatred of: the fareiga element, or 
in their desire to” banish it rom ths lend. 
They vould if:they could bring thiags back 
to their pristine state ‘and confine beth us 
aud our commerce to ouoapot. 

The idea of -castiig out the. foreigner, 
sooner pr later, has been tenaciously. held 


“Jaga fondly sherished by the oflicials and 


scholars all these fifty. years. The idea 
‘may have been allowed td sleop off and-on ; 
but they have never relingttished! it,.and of 
late they have bevn groatly moved by it, 
Tho epening of Chungking and the attempt 
to intraduee steam navigation on the Upper 
Yangize, may hnve bad something to do 
with putting a now lifo into it, The ques- 
tion befora them for snme time seems to 
have been how te realise the idoa; and the 
plan which bax commonded itself to their 
jedgmont appesrs to be this: Let all 
tha miasionurics; in the first inatanco, be 
frightoncd back into tho open Jports ; if 
that succeeds, Jet an effort be made to 
drive all the foreigners, Whether morchanta 
or missionarics, to the coast ports. This is 
intended for the immediato future. It 
does not exhaust the achome 

Now this idea, which I father on the 
governing classes, neoded a congenial home 
in order te tuke root and cevolop, and that 
homo it has found in Hunan. In Hunan 
the hatred of the foreigner isa provincial 
gharactoristic, Pho gantry and scholars of 
Honan look upon their province as the 
palladium of the Empire, and tho ultimate 
expulsion of the hated barbarian haa never 
conscd to bea fixed article in their creed. 
It is only ina provivee such os Hunan is, 
and in the midst of conditions such as 
Hunan presents, tbat tho idea could siriko 
go deep # rout and attain to #0 vigorous and 
gigantic 0 growth. ‘The Hunan scholars 
have been engaged for many yeam in pro- 
pigating their antiforsign creed, with the 
view of preparing the minds of the people 
for the decisive moment. Believing that 


the time for action wan at hand, they made, | 


at the beginning of last year, a special 
aifert to puison thy minds of the people of 
this valley. Tho Hanan publicutions wero 
widely seittored up and down this river. 
The poigon found ita way into the homes of 
all classes of society, and was greedily 
devoured by all conditions af people. The 
way having been thos prepared, and the 


propitious hour having arrived, ‘the blew 


was struck, and the work of destructiva 
began, ‘There was no accident abnnt it. 
Phe whole thing was deliberately planned, 
and earried on with a definite porpose. 
Behind tho people wore tho Hanan cinis- 
sarice and behind the Hunan rmissaries 
real power, which worked in both and 
through beth 

This is my opinion. The opinion nay 
be wrong. butithas been formed slowly, 
deliberately, and camly, Thin theory 
alono will acconnt for the fact that the 
anti-foraign crusade has been carried on in 
Hunan for sa many years, and that with 
the knowledge, the cannivatco. and active 
ciuperation of the provincial officials, 
This alone will account for the fact that the 
Twperial | Hiict, and its publication me the 
Gaptte was obbtined with great diffioulty.” 
and that the Fehang riot followed tts pro 
mulyotion so awiftly. Thin alene will nc- 
rount for the conduc of tne Brigadicr- 
General at Johang, the Erhfa at Wasuett, 
the Taotni at Wula.and other hizh officials 
ab other places, This along wil account 
for the imactisity of the offivinls almost 
goery where tll the wark of destruction is 
actually done, anc their slowness te punish 
when atlis over. Thia alone will aceount 
for the fact that the priucipal iustigaters 
of the riots have vot been wtrested yor, and 
that nut one of the publishers or dissemi- 
naters of the anti-foreiyn pacards sind 
pamphlets his been punished, 

The Kolao Hui theory bas not taken 
hiald of my mind. We have net been 
made to feal the existence or tha puwer of 
the sect in these parts, That it -xists | 
Imow and that its members are nemorous T 
kcow. That one of its aims is the ex- 
ulsion of the prosent dynasty 7 am quite 
ready to believe. Sooret societies with 
thia aim in viow have troubled the Great 
Tsing dynusty from ita foundation till now. 
Twenty years ago the Kwan-yin Kien was 
dominant in these parts, and I know that, 
though oatensibly « religiou’ aect, its grand 
aim was the expulsion of the Manchu 
dynasty and thu resteration of the Ming 
‘The Kalav is te the frant now, but I find 
it difficult tu attach much importance to it, 
and have no expectation of seeing the sect 
becoming a dynasty. Members of the sect 
havo been nctive of late, and they may 
have hou something to dv with striking the 
match which has set the valley in a hls 
But what about the curabustibles which 
they found everywhere £0 near at hand and 
so ready to take Grel Without the pre- 
paration which had gone before, what 
seriuus mischief could they have perpetrat- 
ed in these parte? Let it never be 
forgotten that ubia preparation had been 
guing on for years under the very eyes of 
vhe officials, and that nothing was done by 
thom to stopit. At the beginning of last 
yeor, the attention of the Vioory of 
Hupeh and Hanan was called to tho 
broadeist cireulation of the Hunan publica- 
tions in the Yarytze valley, but cothing 
wos done to put an erd to il, If tre 
Viceroy of Hukuang and the Governor of 
Hanat: had token active measures Inst year 
to aupprees thie poisonous literature in 
both provinces, it is highly probable that 
pone of theso riots would have vcourred 
this year, Why did they not do oo? 

By this time no doubt many sineng the 
officials have been brougnt + see that a 
ge. at bluader has beon committed, Ty 


must see now clearly that the recent at. ; 


tempt to realise thu official idea his only 
fnvulved thes in new troubles, They pav- 
bully imagined thet, by muking the inove. 
ment appear to bean anti-missionary nove. 
ment and the riots an uprising of the peop e 
agaiust the missionaries, the foreign powors 
might be bamboozled, and wou over to 
their side, This was the aim of Defensiv 
Populi; and wo all know now who the 
author of that remarkable production is and 
whore he abides. In this, huwever, they 
have failed signally, and they capnot but 
know it. They would proba‘ ly be glad to 
undo the work of the last fivo months, and 
they may set themselves to the task of 
preventiog further mischiel, at least for 
the present. Bot they will not readily 
relinguigh their anti-foreign iden ; and it is 
more than probable that the anti-foreign 
spirit oyvked by itia Hunan, end more or 
Icas throughout the land, will prove itself 
stronger than they, 

Tam not now discuasing the merils or 
demerits, the reasouableness or unreason- 
ableness, of tho Chinese position in regard 
to foreign intercourse, Looking at things 
from their atandpoiat, it must be admitted 
that they have a good deal to suy for 
themselves. But the European standpoint 
is just the apposite of theirs, and the one 
or'the opber must yield, The real queation 
which the foreign Powers have to concider 
at the present time js this: shall we main- 
tain our present position in Oiing, of shall 
wo bow to the Chinese idea and clear out? 
*Qhitia exclusively for the Chinese.” That 
is the idena-the official idea, the realisa~ 
tion of which is the grand sim of the pro- 
seat antiforsiga movediéni. Ze ia not en 
anti-mislonary pmovanjent ; neither is ita 
audden uprising of the misses of the Chi- 
‘nee people. agaiuat all furcigners| It is 
antisnigsionary ; bub it ia anti-miesionsry 
bepause it is firat and above all anti-foreigu. 
The peopla ars morod, but they have.not 
beet moved by 39 infernal impulse. The 
whole movement, “in-my opinion, fy to be 
teased to a governmenk polity, pnd it is 
with the poyernment gud its policy the 
Groat Powers gre galled ypos pow todeal. 

There ig one’ legion which the Chinese 
Government ought be taught af onge, pame- 
ie that howevpr fondly they way cherish 
: theie idea,: they must not and shall net use 


‘the methoda which they bave been using 
reeonsty in their attempts to realise it. 
They must be made to aco and Feel that all 
this js batbariam puro and simple, hina 
wishes civilised nations to look upon her os 
amombor of the family, and to grant her the 
privilogos of internations! law. | Te is high 
timo that China-shauld by told that by 
theso inhuman and eavexo deeds sho is 
ehowing herself to bo nnworthy of a.place 
among tho civilised governotents, and for- 
feiting every right of appeal to the law 
which regulates civilised vations in their 
mutual intercourse. If she sould profit by 
this law sho must be hound hy it. 

Bolieving that the cure of this disease 
depends much on careful and correct 
disgnosie, I think it well that all who have 

_an opinion to give should give it at this 
tiwe. My opinion on tho situation may be 
regarded as of little value, but such us it i8 
{send it on to you. Our one dosire is that 
tho present difficulty may be amicably 
eottled, and that our fiture relations with 
China may be more cordial. 2

700 Europeans and 3,000 Chinamen, of all 
classe, arn employed in the land service 
alane. The eptire coast Ime is guarded by

| typer, built in England, mast of them by 
Annasteong, ‘These cruisers are command- 


Thore ia, besides, quile a tlotilla uf armed 
stenm-launchea in the yatious harbours, 
The lighthanses along the coast are’ also 
under my jurisdiction. Kach port has its 
Enropean commissioner, whu has acting 
ander him a Chinese official and staff of as- 
aistanta, Kneopean and otherwise.” 

* How do yon admit Europenna into tho 
service?’ T anked; ‘have you a competi- 
tive examination, or are #pecial qitahtica- 
tions necessary }* 

“Well, it is very seldom there is 5 vaean- 
ey "replied Sar Kobort, * but when there is, 
there are eo many candidates on the 
waiting list that + ant in London 
has 9 sort of examination keld; bul, of 
course, a Mag with sume knuwledgo, how- 
ever slight, of Chinese has tho best ehance 
of getting on.” 

“But how is wil this suyiported ? I na. 
tnrally asked, thoagh aware tbat the Chi- 
nae Government got a splendid revenuo 
out of the Custouis Service. 

‘The Chincao Government,’ replied Sit 
Rebort, ‘alluws aliont £406,000 a-year far 
the auppurt of the servite, “his is abso- 
lutely under my control ; also the appoint- 
ment or dismistal of all officials, The Chi- 
nese Customs are assuming bigger propor- 
tions every year, and are un cver-inereasing 
source of revenue to the State, The great 
mistuko that fureignera make with regard 
to China is to imogine that ehe is in want of 
extraneous pecuniary assistance—that she 
is bordering on a state of insolvency, No- 
thing could bo more erroneons ; it is rather 
the other way. Tf the Ohinuse monesed 
men only trusted their own Government 
a little more, China would undoubtedly 
son be in the position of being able to lend 
moury to other conniries, Patting this 
asidu, China -s not trying, nor has sho ever 
been trying, fo borraw money, thc ugh many 
German, French, and other syndicates 
have been doing their utmost to leud ber 
gome.” 

Lcould not help remarking thut this was 
a very enviable position for a country to be 
in.

dressed Oolestia! ia an aflieisl. mandarin, 
they often took advan’ 
of the Western barbarian, There werp 
sone extmordinary caven, a few years ago, 
of people being intruduced to are of these 
agents aa the Grand Clianbrlain of the 
Court, or some uther high dignitary, em- 
povered to weyoiiate a loan, They wore 
absolutvly nothing of the sort, but were 
perhaps connected with ofiicials in the 
remotost and obscurest way. In soinc 
instunoca, Loseever, thungh not what they 
pretenced to be, the agents were actually 
connected with the big oflidals, This was 
proved by the fact: of the Goveraivent, 
thongh Lot cognising’ the Yoan ‘thus 
obtained cfiisielly, still assuming to a cor- 
tain extent the responsibility of it, as it had 
been uscd partially for. official purposes.

COUNT MITKIEWIOZ AGAIN. 


Many of us havo boen expecting that 
good would como out of evil a3 usual in 
China, and that the empire aa the reault 
of thia year's cbullition would make in tho 
end-a long atep forward, perhaps with o 
little forcible assistance from foreign 
Powera. But should wo be disappointed 
in this, itis satisfactory to know that the 
machinory for helping China pormanontly 
along the path of progress is still lying 
ready for uscin-tho United States, Put 
$10,000 in the slot, and Count Mitkiowiez 
will start again at onco on the task of re- 
novatiag China. The Count is not dood 
by any meane. Ho hasjust snid ton New 
York Times reporter :—' I will yet bo heard 
from in connection with ; my concessions 
from tho Chiness Government. Juat wait 
awhile and, inspite of oll tho newspapers 
have anid against me, I will yet havo somo- 
thing to show that J had a valuable pro- 
perty in my railroad ond — bankin 
franchises in China. I am not throug 
with those enterprises yet.’ Ho only 
wants ten thousand dollars to start 
with, and a year or so ago hoe 
came vory near getting it. He made 
np a syndicate which was to consist of ton 
men at $1,000 each. Ho had-got nine 
names, and tho tonth was to be an old China 
hand tben established in New York, who 
would actually bave joined, if his Shanghai 
pmtner had not happaned to be hamo on a 
visit and interposed in the nick of time. 
So near were we to a renewal of the Mitkie- 
wiez excitement here. The Count’s latest 
attempt to raise the indispensable $10,000 
was mide op a Mr O’Brien, the general 
manager of tho Birmingham (Ala) Age- 
Herald.
